Proposed Joint Study of Intelligence Activities 
Under Chairmanship of Mr, Kirkpatrick 


1. At the initial meeting of the Study Group this morning, Mr. Berrv 
stated that Secretary Herter was seriously concerned that information 

S ^ d J ° f the lntelll g ence community would "leak out", and, in 
ght of the U-2 incident, become an issue in the political campaign, 
n view^ of this possibility, Secretary Herter feels that the study should 
not be initiated until the possible political factors involved havlbeen 
brought to the attention of the President, and he can make a decision 
whether to go ahead or not. 

2. The Study Group discussed the matter, and it was agreed that 
no study method could be devised that would not involve risk of leaks 
and therefore it was essential, in view of Secretary Herter's concern, 
to have the issue raised with the President. It was further agreed that
